This  baked  olive  omelet  recipe 
serves  four. 

6 eggs,  separated 

1 cup  milk 

1 cup  cottage  cheese 

1/8  teaspoon  pepper 

1/3  cup  chopped  pimento 

stuffed  green  olives 

2 tablespoons  butter  or 
margarine 

Beat  egg  yolks  until  thick  and 
lemon  colored.  Add  milk,  cheese 
pepper  and  olives;  mix  lightly 
Beat  egg  whites  until  stiff  but 
not  dry. 

Fold  into  egg  yolk  mixture 
Melt  butter  or  margarine  in  10- 
inch  skillet.  Pour  in  egg  mix- 
ture. Bake  in  moderate  oven 
(350  degrees)  30-40  minutes  or 
until  set.

Brigham  Young  University 
travels  east  past  the  divide  this 
weekend  for  crucial  battles  with 
Wyoming  and  Colorado  State. 
The  Cougars  hope  to  travel  past 
the  two  rival  foes  in  the  process. 

THE  TWO  GAMES  will  give 
the  Provoites  a chance  to  grab 
a firmer  hold  on  the  Skyline 
Conference  lead  which  is  now  at 
7-1. 

On  the  other  hand,  or  rather, 
foot,  the  Pokes  and  Rams  will  be 
out  to  change  the  size  of  the 
Cougars’  Cinderella  slipper  from 
7-1  to  7-3. 

A win  for  either  Wyoming 
or  Colorado  State,  who  follow 
the  Pumas  writh  7-2  slai^s, 
could  put  the  conference  ca- 


saba  standings  into  the  same 
crowded  state  of  affairs  it  was 
in  earlier  this  season. 

The  Friday  battle  in  Laramie 
will  bring  together  the  league’s 
two  top  scorers  in  John  “School- 
boy” Nicoll  and  Waddie  Tony 
Windis.  Nicoll’s  32  points  against 
Utah  State  last  Saturday  helped 
BYU  eke  out  a 69-66  victory 
over  the  Ags  in  spite  of  concen- 
trated effort  to  stop  him. 

Nicoll  took  over  the  scoring 
leadership  from  Windis  23.8 
to  23,  in  addition  to  grabbing 
loop  rebound  honors  with 
close  to  18  per  game. 

In  addition  to  being  tied  for 
second  place,  Wyoming  has  the 
distinction  of  being  the  only 
Skyline  team  to  stop  Nicoll, 
This  occured  when  BYU  last 


j hosted  the  Cowboys  and  dropped 
them  62-50.  Nicoll  was  held  to 
11  points  via  ejection  for  fight- 
ing with  Poke  Don  Hatten  in 
the  first  half. 

Coach  Ev  Shelton  will  prob- 
ably have  more  subtle  means  of 
stopping  the  Cougar’s  iron  man 
when  he  starts  Windis,  Terry 
Eckhardt,  Don  Carlson,  John 
Bertolero  and  Hatten  Friday. 

SATURDAY’S  opposition,  CSU, 
is  also  being  figured  to  give  the 
Cats  conflict.  The  Rams  won 
from  Denver  Saturday  after  the 
Denverites  had  dumped  Wyo- 
ming the  night  before. 

Both  games  will  be  tough  ones 
for  the  charges  of  Stan  Watts 
as  the  Cougars  start  on  the  road 
for  two  of  their  remaining  four 
games  away  from  home.
